it is generally believed' the president 
bas made large sums of money by fol- 
lowing the ad vice of friends upon whose 
judgment he could rely in stock trans- 
actions. Thus the rise in Chicago gas, 
which made the fortune of his intimate 
triend, £. C. Benedict, is believed to 
bave netted tbe president many hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars, and some 
say millions.

The government of Mexico, through 


President Diaz, has recently entered 
into a contract for tbe operation of the 
Tebuantepec railway and the construc- 
tion of harbors at its terminals on the 
Pacific ocean and the gulf of Mexico 
which promises to be very important to 
the marine commerce of tbe world. 


At present the railway is practically 


useless except for local traffic, because 
cargoes cannot be received at either ter- 
minus from vessels drawing more than 
six or SBTTO feet of water. It is pro- 
posed to make the barboas available for 
vessels drawing 26 feet and offer the 
isthmus railway as a short line between 
Europe and Asia and between the At- 
lantic and Pacific coasts of the United 
States. 


Tbe distance from Liverpool to Yoko- 


hama and Shanghai will thus be reduced 
several thousand miles, and between 
Hew York and San Francisco about 
2,400 miles. The Imperial steamship 
company of Japan is only awaiting 
dock privileges to send its steamers load 
ed with tea and silk by way of the isth- 
mns instead of the Snez canal, and a 
company bas already been formed by 
Sebastian Comacbo, the mayor of Mexi- 
co City; Robert B. Symou of London, 
and their associates to pnt on a line of 
coasting vessels between the Pacific ports 
of tbe United States and the istbmua 
and on tbe Atlantic side to Hew Orleans 
and New, York, in competition with tbe 
Pacific Mail. These gentlemen already 
own a line of steamers running on the 
west coast of Mexico between Guaymas 
and Guatemala.—Chicago Record. 


Football Stopped by Sknnk*.

good, Ind., the other afternoon, but tbe 
game was not finished, being broken np 
by a number of skunks*. The first half 
was ended when some boys just outside 
of the liuc, in tbe edge of the wood, 
drove a pack of skunks out of a hollow 
log.

Tbe time has come for catting a portion 
of the trees down, and field and Fire- 
side tells how to do it: 


In many orchards the removal of one- 


half the trees would just leave room 
enough for the remaining balf during 
tbe next 10 or 13 years. Tbe illustration 
fibows bow tbe thinning should be done. 
Simply cut out every other tree in every 
row, bnt alternating in the rows across, 
or, in other words, remove every other 
row diagonally. This will leave the re- 
maining trees attain equidistant from 
one another, but the rows running diag- 
onally to the original rows. 


This procedure, if followed generally, 


would give needed relief in several di- 
rections. It would dispose of many trees 
that are not needed, give to those re- 
maining a better chance to produce fine 
and nicely colored fruit, and to the 
owner better opportunities for cultivat- 
ing, spraying, picking, etc. This is 
abont tbe most important work to be 
dona in our apple orchards after tbe 
crop is taken care of. 


Chrymnthemums, 


Each year tees a difference in tbe 


leading chrysanthemums exhibited ,at 
the shows, says The Rural New Yorker. 
The favorites of one season are often 
pushed aside by the debutantes of the 
neifc Two years ago the great prize 
winning white was the Queen. It is not 
a very lasting flower and has a habit of 
showing its center—a serious defect— 
Imt its many good qualities as a show 
bloom gave it decided vogne. Last year, 
however, it was thrnst aside by May- 
flower and Mrs. Henry Bobinson, the lat- 
ter taking high rank among early whitus. 
Gietchen Baftttner, introduced this year, 
ia another of the new varieties likely to 
possess pprmanent value. There is such 
a long list of the Japanese whites now 
that a variety mnst possess distinct char- 
acter or it is soon discarded. 


In pink year after year tbe well known 


Vivian-Morel appears to lead all tbe 
others as a show bloom. Tbe color is 
often uneven and Ktreafcy, but si Be, 
graceful shape and good constitution 
make it almost indispensable. Last ynar 
a very favorable impression was nmrle 
by Mrs. Perrin, a new variety. The 
clear color, a regular rose piuk, fine 
shape and foliage gave premiss of a val- 
uable sort for trade ase. It must be re- 
mem bered that, MS a rule, the florists 
look at a variety from one standpoint 
only—that of its value for cut flowers 
—and, while tho varieties they indorse 
certainly represent the cream of the list, 
comparatively few of them are useful 
outside. At the present time the two 
great points the raisers of new chrysan- 
themums look for are dwarf, stocky 
growth and distinct color. They are also 
experimenting for the encouragement of 
early blooming, and assuredly this will 
give us the garden chrysanthemums we 
want. Among tha novelties exhibited 
this fall, but not yet introduced, weflud 
one which seems to meet these require- 
ments—the Midge. It is a very early 
white, blooming at the game time as 
Mine. F. Bergmann (our earliest white), 
very dwarf, clothed with abundant foli- 
age right up to the flower. This im- 
presses us as a good thing for garden or 
window, for we don't want giraffe 
necked chrysanthemums in the bouse 
garden. 


Electric Uebt and Flo' 


Florists abroad have come to the con 


elusion that the electric light will rev- 
olutionize flower growing, for they have 
discovered that its influence upon the 
color and production of blossoms is 
nothing less than extraordinary. For 
instance, tulips that have been exposed 
to the electric light have deeper and 
richer tints, they flower more freely and 
develop longer stems and bigger leaves 
than those grown in the ordinary way. 
Fuchsias, too, under like conditions, 
bloom much earlier, as do petunias also, 
growing taller and much more slender. 
In some proonhouses the use ot electric 
light is already being tried with a view 
to forcing flowers.

Notwilb- 
itaudiug IM best a jnirsoii can do before 
winter sets iu, there will be some colo- 
nies of bvoj that need looking to, saya 
Ohio Farmer, authority for tbe follow- 
ing. Perhaps soiu» of the colonies went 
into thoir winter'^ rest with large num- 
bers of old bees nearly worn oat, with 
fen* young ouoa to take their place. 
If Ibis is tbe c-sti, it becomes ueces&iry 
to ke<;p everything in proper condition 
if success is desired. Tbe weak bees will 
srjccuuab 
to tbe least unfavorable 


weather. 


With old bees dying, the entrance of 


ten becomes clogged, and if the bees H.O 
not removed the coloay will die — will 
smother. 
\VitU a wire a foot or more 


long, with a book on ona eud, the en- 
trance can easily be cleared of dead bees 
Slid ibe colony be saved. 


Excessive moisture in a hive will also 


cause bees to die rapidly and drop to thu 
bottom of the hive, and if not removed 
tbe colony will the sooner die. 


Witb a good absorbent (chaff) over 


th<> hops one) plenty of cnstra* hftfcwonn K,« 
absorbent and roof there will be but lit- 
Je moisture within the hive. With care 
;he dead bees can be removed without 
arousing the colony to activity. 


In cellar wintering bees frequently 


lecome uneasy, a condition often due 
rorn lack of water, which ia especially 
the case toward spring, when brood rear- 
ng commences. A sponge saturated 
with watex, placed over tbe cluster, will 
quite often quiet them. 


Witb tbe best of care in full feeding 


a colony may sometimes be found with- 
out sufficient stores even iu tbe middle 
of the winter. If such a one is found, it 
can be fed and the bees kept from starv- 
ing. 


This can be done by filling a wide 


mouthed bottle, better a Mason fruit 
jar, with a sirup made of granulated 
sugar and water and tying some cheese 
sacking over the mouth of the bottle or 
iur uud quickly inverting it and placing 
it directly over tbe cluster. The beos 
will be able to help themselves and star- 
vation is avoided. They will take to the 


bottle" sooner if the sirup is middling 


warm. Many beekeepers prefci a candy 
made from sugar sirup, boiled until 
ready for taflEy, and while hot pour into 
dishes — pie tins will da 
Wben this is

Horning Oat Stampa. 


The English and French are using a 


cheap, simple and effective arrangement 
for removing stumps. It is explained iu 
Hardwood as follow*: 


Tbe appliances necessary are a shovel, 


a little dry kindling and a sheet iroi 
cylinder large enough to slip down ovei 
tbe larger stumps, tbe top cone shaped 
and terminating in a collar in which 
one or more lengths of 6 or 8 inch com- 
mon stovepipe may be fitted. A bole 
dug between the roots on one side of the 
stump and partially under it, large 
enough to start a fire with thn kin- 
dlings. After the fire is once fairly start- 
ed the iron cylinder is slipped over the 
stamp, tbe stovepipe is added, and the 
whole arrangement acts as a stove, 
burning tbe stump out completely. It 
is said that if the stumps are old and 
anyway dry they will burn easily with- 
out the cone shaped top and stovepipe. 
It is claimed that one man with three 
or four cylinders, large and medium, to 
fit over different sized scamps, can do 
more and better work in a day than a 
dozen men with axes alone. 


Keeping Commercial Fertilizer. 


Most farmers in purchasing commer- 


cial fertilizers buy only what are need 
ed for immediate use. This is partly to 
escape losing tbe interest on investments 
not in use, but mainly because there is 
a popular idoa that fertilizers deterio- 
rate by exposure to the air. If they are 
kept from becoming wet, they will be 
as good the second year as tbe first, ex- 
cept that absorption of moisture from 
damp air will make the mineral harden 
into lumps which will make it difficult 
to drill. The best way to keep any sur- 
plus of mineral fertilizer, according to 
American Cultivator, is to scatter it 
from time to time over tbe stable ma- 
nure heaps and apply it with that 
Both the stable manure and phosphate 
will be made more eftlcient by this com- 
bination, as each kind of fertilizer will 
supplement tbe deficiencies of the ether.
